Suspended teacher resigns

GRANITE CITY — A teacher at Granite City 
High School has resigned in the wake of a federal 
investigation into allegations of sexual misconduct 
involving students. 

Upon the recommendation of Superintendent Gil 
bert Walmsk the Granite City School Board vot 
ed unanimously Tuesday evening to accept the res 
ignation of Austin “Martin Gomez, without regrets 

Walmsley said Gomez, who had been suspended 
with pay since Oct. 29, will no-longer be employed 
by the school district 

‘The superintendent said district officials would 
continue to “cooperate to the fullest extent with 
any state or legal agencies investigating alleged 
inappropriate action” by Gomez 

The resignation is due to allegations of sexual 
misconduct with several students of the school, but 
not at the school. Officials would not say whether

Officér appears on Donahue show |

EAST ST. LOUIS — Mayor 
Carl Officer was the sole panel 
guest Monday morning for the 
Phil Donahue’ show that 
addressed problems in East St 
Louis 

Televised live locally, the 
show was part of a Six-city 
“Donahue in the Heartland” 
tour 

The audience asked a variety 
of questions of Officer, including 
why he appeared to have an 
arrogant attitude and whether or 

he lived in the city.- But 

» were many verbal Compli- 
ments for him and his perfor- 
mance as niayor 

Officer described his attitude 
as one of confidence in his abili- 
ties* and intelligence, not arro- 
gfance 

He said that he lives in East 
St. Louis, but that because he is 
a single man he often does not 
sleep at his own home. Some 
members of the audience con- 
tended he resides at the Mansion 
House in St. Louis 

Donahue cited the city’s poor 
financial condition, including the 
loss of City Hall to a man 
severely beaten by another pris- 
oner in the Ci Jail in 1984 
* Officer maintained that the 
city had been keeping its end of 
a ment schedule to pay. the 
injured man, but that the city 
had been victimized. ‘We did ail 
the right things, but we're being 
victimized by a ludicrous court 
system,"’ he said 

He blamed many of the city’s 
problems on racism and govern- 
mental agencies, 

Lois Calvert, a former alder. 
man, agreed. She said that the 
city’s decline began under the 
administration of former Mayor 
Alvin Fields, before Officer was 
born 

Donahue said after the show 
that “racism is a lot like cancer. 
You don’t always know you have 
ie

asked Officer why the East St 
Louis riverfront had not been 
developed. Officer said he had 
been invited to the Missouri Ath 
letic Club by St, Louis business- 
men to discu§s plans for the site. 
However, he said, every propos 
al would have been a “sellout’ 
because blacks would not have 
owned a share of the develop 
ment. 

“We don’t need jobs as much 
as we need to have ownership in 
businesses,"’ Officer s. “All I 
asked for was at least 25 percent 
ownership."* 

Several people in the audience 
said they thought the show went 
quite well and they were 
impressed and informed by Offi 
cer’s responses 

Robert V. Cox, a retired police 
officer, said he had hoped the 
comments would focus more on 
problems faced by many com 
munities, across the nation. 

Donna McAndrews of Fairview 
Heights said she came to the 
East St. Louis High School gym- 
nasium out of curiosity and con 
cern. 

“The show was very informa- 
tive to me because T was born 
and raised here,” she said. “I 
learned a lot of good things 
about Mayor Officer. I graduat 
ed from East Side and I would 
really like to see the city turn 
around. I’m glad I came."' 

Bertha Anthony, an elementa- 
ry school teacher in District 189, 
said she thought the show was 
excellent. 

“The audience participation 
was very good and we got a 
chance to hear both sides,’’ she 
said. ‘I think the mayor 
responded well." 

Some people are often offend- 
ed by Officer’s comments on 
racism, she said, but Anthony

For many divorced dads, 
weekends offer both pain and 
pleasure.
